Tea and Club Rooms Opened for 
American Women. 


Miss Charlotte Niven, Director of Ital 
Ian Work, Prepares for Influx of 
American Woman Students. 


Italy is now Included In the war 
work of the American V. W. C. A. 

Miss Mabel Warner of Salina, Kan., 
and Chicago left Paris a few days ugo 
for Rome, where she will be in charge 
of a Hostess House for American girls 
employed there by the American Red 
Cross, the Embassy and the new Tu¬ 
berculosis Commission. Miss Warner 
lias been director of the Y. W. C. A. 
Hostess House at Brest, France. 

Miss Warner will open a tea room 
and club rooms where the American 
women cnn gather for social times. 
Rome is harboring a refuge population 
of about 40,000 and accommodations 
are difficult to find. 

The work in Rome was stnrted ns a 
direct result of the appeal of Miss 
Charlotte Niven, one of the National 
Y. W. C. A. secretaries of Italy, who is 
spending a few months in France as 
advisor in the French work. 

Miss Niven’s dreams of Y. W. C. A. 
work in Italy include the maintenance 
of a residence for non-Italian women, 
who, she feels, will come to Italy in 
great numbers after the war to study 
music and art. 

"I believe at this time such a project 
Is particularly Important because wo¬ 
men from other countries should be 
encouraged to come to Italy to replace 
the great numbers of Germnn women 
who flooded Italy in the pnst, many of 
them paid agents of their govern¬ 
ment," Miss Niven said In discussing 
her plans. 

Miss Niven has asked the American 
Y. W. C. A. to aid the Italian Associa¬ 
tion in establishing a center, perhaps 
at Genoa, with two American secreta¬ 
ries, with physical and recreational 
training, to act as n training school for 
Itallnn women. In connection with It 
her plan would include a Hostess House 
for girls passing through the city or 
employed there. Such a center would 
become eventunly the center for nil 
Y. W. C. A. work In Italy, both Italian 
and foreign. 

In her formal nppeal for help for the 
Unlone Crlstiana Delle Glovnnl (the 
Itnllan name for Young Women’s 
Christian Association) Miss Niven has 
emphasized two facts, the poverty of 
the Italian Association on the one hand 
and the need and opportunity on the 
other for an Amerlcnn program In 
Italy nt the present time. 

Miss Niven's favorite way of illus¬ 
trating the friendliness of the Itallnn 
woman to America is by telling the 
story of the Itnlian mother who said 
she had taken down the picture of the 
Madonna which hnd hung for many 
years over her bed r nd was putting in 
Its place one of President Wilson. 

“In our work in the Unlone we have 
lacked trained leadership as well ns 
the material resources to give such 
training. We have hnd no means to 
buy modern equipment. Consequently 
we have not the visible results of 
American and British work. 

“Feeble as our work may be. It is 
rot useless. Many girls in all parts of 
Italy have told us how much the 
Unlone meant in their lives. Itallnn 
girls are touchingly grateful for the 
smallest efforts. They respond eagerly 
to friendliness. 

“There is no other ngency doing in 
Italy what the Association is trying to 
do." 

Miss Niven has spent the pnst seven 
years In work with the Italian women, 
starting ns director of a hostel, or 
hoarding home for Italian women stu¬ 
dents, at Florence. She Is an Amerl¬ 
cnn from New York, where she was 
onetime bead of the Chrlstadora Set¬ 
tlement House.

Let's Pull Together 

Iii the near future the people of South San Francisco will 
be called on to vote to bond this city for the sum of one hun¬ 
dred and twenty-nine thousand dollars for a new City Hall, 
Fife Alarm System and for additional sewers to cover outly¬ 
ing districts and factories. At the present time our only 
bonded indebtedness is $52,000, $10,000 of the original indebt¬ 
edness for tin 1 sanitary sewer system having been paid. This 
is the only municipal indebtedness sustained by a valuation 
<.f more than $2,000,000. The indebtedness for sewer system 
is on the thirty-year plan and has run about five years. When 
this debt was created we had a certain few, as is always the 
case, who strenuously objected, claiming a sewer system was 
unnecessary, and that it would bankrupt the town. Notwith¬ 
standing these objections the bond issue was carried by a vote 
of three to one. Since the construction of this sewer system 
not one cent has been paid for upkeep, with the exception of 
a few isolated instances where the roots of trees penetrated 
the sewer and where careless connections were made. At the 
time these bonds were issued there was a levy t>f 33 cents per 
hundred dollars to pay off two bonds a year and interest. Last 
year this rate had dropped to 20 cents, owing to reduced 
interest payment and to an increase in valuations, and this 
year the rate will be about 13 cents. At the time this issue 
was carried objections were raised that it was a one-man 
proposition and was only for certain interests, namely, the 
Land Company. An examination at that time showed that 
t he South San Francisco Land and Improvement Company 
would have to pay, and did pay, over one-lmlf of the assessed 
taxes. The same objections are being raised to-day by the 
same people. Now let us look into the assessed values to-day 
to see who will hear the burden of taxation. 

The assessed valuation of South San Francisco for the 
year 1918 was $2,239,570. Of this amount the South San 
Francisco Land and Improvement Company is assessed 
$381,750 on acreage, on block property $231,725, making a 
total for the above-named company alone of $613,475, or 27VL* 
per cent of all taxes paid. Adding to this $220,550 assessed 
to the Western Meat Company, a kindred organization, we 
find tlu* two organizations pay taxes on a total valuation of 
$834,025, or 37 per cent of all taxes paid. The assessed valua¬ 
tion last year shows the following:

or over 62 per cent of all valuations, leaving a valuation of 
$977,735 for the small property holders, or about 37 per cent. 
The levy proposed to discharge the above proposed bond 
issue, that is retiring $4,300 per year and interest, would be 
about 50 cents on the hundred for the first year. As tin- aver¬ 
age small propertv holder is assessed $800 on a house and lot, 
his annual contribution or tax for the first year would he about 
$4.00, a little more than one cent per day. In addition to this, 
the debt gradually diminishes, so that within five years, count¬ 
ing the diminishing rate and the increase in valuation, his 
annual contribution would not exceed at the most $2.00 per 
year. However, owing to the increase in assessed values this 
year we can pay the interest and retire the regular amount ot 
bonds for an increase in taxation of about 10 cents per hun¬ 
dred. After the first five years the tax will not he noticed by 
the average taxpayer. In addition to this there would he also 
a reduction in the rate of his fire insurance. This subject will 
hi' taken up under its proper'liead. 

Of the proposed bond issue of $129,000, it is intended to 
spend not nvuv than $75,000 for the erection of a new City 
Hall, housing the Fire Department, and $9,000 for grading .the 
Civic Center site so that its appearance may be made attrac¬ 
tive. It might be added here, the city owns nineteen lots of 
land in the heart of the city, which constitute the Civic Center 
site. This land has been paid for in full. When this land was 
bought a cry of extravagance was raised. The nineteen lots 
cost $10,000. At present prices two of the lots could be sold 
for the original cost price of all the property. Is this good 
business judgment? Is there any one living in any town with

of men, yet we permit such conditions to' exist. 

In our steel mill and kindred iron industries alone there 
are at least 1,500 men working daily and using open latrines, 
with no protection from the flies and the spread of the many 
contagious diseases which go hand in hand with those condi¬ 
tions. 

Our recent attack of influenza has taught us all a most 
valuable lesson and one that we must all heed if we wish to 
escape this, the most awful pestilence of modern times. Our 
medical men all agree that Ue great cause of the spread of 
such contagious diseases is f om unsanitary and filthy condi¬ 
tions. ' Our workingmen kept our factories humming and have 
thus enabled us to whip the Kaiser and become the greatest 
nation on earth. Then surely there is no condition too good 
and no expense too great, if it will add to their efficiency, 
health and comfort. 

Rights of way have been secured for these sewers, outlets 
adequate for all time, without one cent of expanse to the city. 

Not one cent of this proposed bond issue w r ill be used for rights 
of way. The deeds to these are w ? itli our City Clerk and may 
be seen on inquiry. 

The last and most important part of this proposed bond 
issue is for a fire alarm system. It is proposed to issue $10,000 
in bonds for an adequate fire alarm system. This will install 
about twenty-four alarm boxes placed at convenient places 
about town, at any of which an alarm may be turned in to the 
department, giving immediate notice of fire. Insurance 
records show that most all fires are easily extinguished when 
first started and, if reached within a few minutes of the dis- 
covery, are harmless. M e have paid tor a fire truck costing 
over $6,000, but, on account of the absence of a fire alarm 
system, we get no credit for same. The present rate for dwell¬ 
ing, unexposed, in South San Francisco is 60 cents per hun¬ 
dred dollars. With an up-to-date fire alarm system we would 
immediately he entitled to a 50-cent rate or a reduction of 10 
cents, or about 16 per cent. This reduction of 10 cents would 
apply to dwellings and factories and business houses alike. 

The approximate amount of insurance premiums paid in 
South San Francisco for the year 1917 was $71,314. 96, accord¬ 
ing to last statistics. Allowing a reduction of only 10 per cent 
on the above amount you have an anual saving of $7,131. The 
actual saving would, however, be nearer 15 per cent on all in¬ 
surance premiums paid. It can therefore he safely estimated 
that at least $10,000 per year could be saved on fire insurance 
premiums alone. At this rate of saving the fire alarm would 
pay off the entire proposed bonded indebtedness in twelve 
years, not allowing for building increase and saving of prop¬ 
erty from loss by fire. 

Some might advocate the voting for the fiie alarm s 
tern alone on the above showing. on must not forget, 
however, that we will not he allowed the above reductions 
unless we have a modern fireproof building to house our alarm 
system and fire department. 

In summing up the whole situation, Mho wants to he a 
piker and live in a jay town ? Municipalities all over the State 
are setting the pace for the entire nation, putting in the best 
that money can buy. The best is always the cheapest. It we 
expect to grow, we must keep this pace and be up with the 
foremost and not lag in the race. We have never fallen down 
on any public undertaking.
